Too Many Cops On Hill For Gang 

In the vicinity of  Douglas- 
Harrison Park between Rose and 
Montgomery streets, the gangs 
are less active, due to a recent in- 
creased concentration of ‘ police. 
These young “gangsters” are wise 
though and move into areas that 
are less infiltrated with police 
and keep a trained eye out for 
police cars whose occupants hard- 
ly ever see the ‘youthful. figurés 
as they either dart into yards or 
assume an air of innocence. 

Most outrageous and uncontrol- 
led area is in the South Orange 
avenue sector from Rutgers street 
down to Howard street where the 
gangs operate ps fury. The av- 
erage agè dt/these wild boys of 
the streets are from eight years 
of agé to 17. 
use of vile language prevails as 
they smash bottles against houses, 
anybody's house, many of their 
missiles striking pedestrians, cars 
and busses. 

Endanger Bus Passengers 

One of the favorite tricks of 
these haodlums is to stand in the 
darkness of either Rankin or Béa- 
con street and promisciously hurl 
bricks or bottles into passing ve- 
hicles and busses on Sourth Or- 
ange avenue. 

Police in radio cars areruspally 
parked at a restaurant on thé cor- 
ner of South Orange avenue ' and 
Norfolk street, but the gang only 
moves down several blocks or go 
on a rampage’ through Richmond 
or Boston street to as far as West 
Market, This particular adoles- 
cent mob, have established the or- 
iginal idea of using flashlights, by 
which méthod they: warn other 
members thát a police car is com- 
ing down the street. 

Young Girls Attacked 

Several young girls have been 
attacked by -gangs around 13th 
avenue, several having been pret- 
ty badly mussed up. Any number 
have been chased home. So dire 
is the circumstances. that many 
parents are insisting -upon their 
daughters being home before nine 
o'clock. 

On High street, a few nights 
ago, a doctor upon answering’ a 
sick call was thrown off the pa- 
tient's porch-and kicked by a gang 
of young teen-agers who then at- 
tempted to enter the ‘patient's 


|house with the intent to rob.
